Obama’s weight is up, but only by a pound. 

And he appears to have quit smoking for good; the doctor declared him “tobacco free.” The results show an 
improvement in Obama’s condition from his last physical, in February 2010.

The city of big shoulders historically has 
been famous for supporting hotels such as 
the 2,0 19 -room Hyatt Regency Chicago, 
built in the 1970s, and the 1,544-room Hil- 
ton Chicago, once the world’s largest lodg- 
ing property But they aren’t making them 
like they used to. 

In the aftermath of the recession, hotels 
still are popping up in Chicago but they’re 
smaller and aim to be uber-stylish with an 
attitude, eschewing sameness and staidness. 

“You couldn’t build them like that today,” 
hospitality consultant Ric Mandigo said of 
the mammoth properties that supply rooms 
for the city’s conventions and events. ‘As 
these aren’t as relevant as they once were, 
and with financing becoming more difficult, 
it just doesn’t make sense to build huge ho- 
tels anymore.” 

Take the nine hotels that opened down- 
town in 2008 and 2009. They averaged few- 
er than 225 rooms, said Mandigo, a senior 
consultant at TR Mandigo & Co. By the end 
of 2011, new hotels that opened in the cen- 
tral business district over the past decade 
will have boosted the room supply by only 
13 percent, he said. 

It’s more impressive for a traveler to 
New York to say that he or she stayed at, 
say the Standard— a boutique hotel of An- 


WHAT’S A BOUTIQUE HOTEL? 

No formal definition exists for “boutique,” 
which frequently is tossed around in the 
hotel industry. It’s like trying to define art, 
lodging industry observers say: “I know it 
when I see it.” 


dre Balazs, a onetime boyfriend of actress 
Uma Thurman— than to say they slept at a 
Hilton, among the big chains that provide 
consistent standards, said Mark Eble, vice 
president of consulting commercial real es- 
tate firm PKF Consulting. 

Boutique properties typically skew up- 
scale and are favored by younger travelers 
who prefer lodging with an edgier, quirkier 
or more fashionable look. As hotels try to 
avoid a cookie-cutter look, the traveling 
public often has strong feelings one way or 
another about them. 

The buildings typically have fewer than 
250 rooms, have smaller accommodations 
and aren’t affiliated with national chains.

or at least try to downplay any connec- 
tion. Given the large number of franchised 
properties in Chicago already, for example, 
it’s hard to find a brand that’s not already 
represented, helping to fuel the number 
of properties claiming “boutique” or “life- 
style” status. 

“One can only place so many Hiltons in 
downtown Chicago before the owners of 
the existing Hiltons object,” Eble said. “In 
response to the boutique trend, the chains 
have introduced chain boutique concepts, 
a circumstance previously thought to be an 
oxymoron.” 

Examples include the W Hotels, affili- 
ated with Starwood, and the Wit, which is 
a Doubletree, part of Hilton. 

The opportunity for boutique hotels in 
big cities is excellent, Eble said. 

“There just aren’t enough brands to go 
around,” he said, “and robust demand in 
some markets is keeping the rooms filled 
without the overhead of corporate market- 
ing and reservations expense.”

NO MATTER WHO ‘WINS’ THE NBA LABOR SHOWDOWN, FANS LOSE IN THE SHORT TERM

The NBA lockout has caused the cancellation 
of two weeks of the regular season. It’s also 
locking out Bulls fans from their favorite team. 

Tuesday should have been the day the Bulls 
opened the season against the defending 
champion Dallas Mavericks. Instead, the only 
“action” of any relevance is taking place inside 
conference rooms. 


“The lockout has sucked,” said Andrew 
Hummer, 23, of Orland Park. ‘After such 
an exciting season for the Bulls, the lockout 
couldn’t have come at a worse time. Especially 
for a team that is as young, talented and excit- 
ing to watch as they are. You hate to be teased 
after such an awesome year last year to noth- 
ing.” 

At the heart of the lockout is the owners’ 
desire for a hard salary cap and a greater per- 


centage of the revenue, of which the players 
currently receive 57 percent. The owners are 
looking for a more even split. The two sides 
recently turned to a federal mediator to re- 
solve their issues, to no avail. As of Monday 
no settlement had been reached. 

And the lockout has left more than just the 
players scrambling for ways to find income. 

On a typical Bulls game night Chris Del- 
gado, a manager at Hawkeye’s Bar and Grill 


in Little Italy, said the bar shuttles up to 
40 people to the United Center for home 
games, with up to 70 people coming to the bar 
only because the Bulls are playing. 

Now Hawkeye’s will to have to find other 
ways to draw people, including promotions 
unrelated to sports. 

“We are going to look more toward hockey” 
Delgado said. “We’U get the hockey [TV] pack- 
age so people can see more teams and we’ll do

more with the Blackhawks. We do other things like 
trivia night on 'liiesdays, so we might up that to a

“['I'he owners and players] are going to get their 
money either way,^^ he said.

Stephanie Gabriel, 22, of West Rogers Park, said 
she watches every Bulls game “religiously” and 
tweets along with the action, Gabriel is a blogger for 
huisextraxom and now has to write about a team 
not playing games. 

“There isn’t much to blog about; it all becomes re- 
dundant,” she said. “I try to keep up with some play- 
ers overseas, especially if it’s a Bull, but tbe media 
is not as strong where T am able to find quick info 
about the game and stats.” 

Hummer said he watches nearly every Bulls game 
onl'V and will look for ways to fill the void. lie too 
probably will turn to hockey. 

“'rhankfully the Hawks season is upon us,” he 
said. “ITiey will be exciting to watch so I will prob- 


ably get into the Hawks more than normal.” 

But for others, their love of basketball trumps 
other sports. Kelsey Zahn, 23, of Wheeling, said she 
probably wouldn’t watcb any other sport if the sea- 
son were canceled, joking she’d take up knitting to 
pass the time. She said the effects of the lockout will 
be felt in many aspects of her life— even at work. 

“The worst part about not having an NBA sea- 
son is the possibility of not having Stacey King in 
my life,” she said of the Bulls’ color commentator 
for TV broadcasts, “His comments were always the 
best material for signs at games and for laughs at 
the office. What will we talk about at our 9:52 a.m. 
meetings at work?” 

T.auren Campion, 26, of T^keview, said tbe lack of 
an NBA season will have a dramatic effect on her 
life, 

“Not having basketball is one of the worst things 
that could happen to me,” she said. “My motivation 
to work out will diminish with no basketball unless I 
stay up until who knows when to watch my favorite 
pbyers in Europe. If I am up all night, my productiv- 
ity level at work will be close to zero. Pm going to 
end up fat and unemployed.” 

Eat and unemployed is exactly what Bulls fans 
don’t want to happen— to themselves or the players.
